Seeds from these can 
easily be grown in Canada if 
the vegetables to be so used are 
kept in good condition over the 
winter. The methods of winter- 
ing vegetables for seed will 
vary in different parts of the 
country, but in most places it 
will be necessary to give them 
some protection. When pos- 
sible, it is best to store them in 
a frost-proof cellar.
